Four British Ships Lost 

- LONDON, April 8&—Four British ves- 
sels, the liner Chantala, have 
‘been sunk or blown up within the last

‘ FOR A RAILROAD POLICY. 

One of the gréatest problems, probably next to 
defense and international relations the greatest, 
before the nation is our railroad problem. © 


It is not necessary to enlarge upon the basic 
importance to the country and to every class in the 
country of an efficient and progressive system of 
transportation. The country cannot prosper with- 
out such a system any more than a human being can 
be well with defective circulation. _ 


This is a truism and yet we tend to neglect it. 
Our railroad policy is no longer the costly laissez 


faire of a past generation. But, on the other hand, ’ 


it does not represent any rounded system based on a 
comprehensive consideration of the whole problem. 
It is partial, one sided, and if it continues to be so 
it will most certainly result in the progressive de- 
terioration of our transportation facilities, with its 
attendant loss to the manufacturer, the farmer, the 
merchant, and the whole consuming public as well. 
It also will result in the steady deterioration of the 
value of railroad shares, with its attendant injustice 
to hundreds of thousands of- men and women who, 
seeking investment in good faith, have put money 
into what ought to be the safest investment in the 
country. i | 

The end of such a process must be the bankruptcy 
of the railroads and their assumption by the govern- 
ment. Government ownership and operation of the 
railroads may be desirable or inevitable. But it 
ought not to be attained by a process so costly to 
the country and so unjust to investors. 

There is the alternative of regulation, and we 
have made a beginning of regulation. The country 
probably is not ready for government ownership, 
and since it is not common sense and the public 
interest demand that we perfect our policy of regu- 
lation and give it a chance to show what it can do. 
It may very well prove that consistent, comprehen- 
sive regulation is better than government ee 
as developed in other countries. But of that we. 
cannot be assured until we have tried consistent, 
comprehensive regulation. We now ‘have inconsist- 
ent, partial regulation, and the whole American 
transportation system is feeling its disastrous effects. 

This condition of affairs is so apparent and so 
serious that the president has suggested that con- 
gress give it attention. The senate has passed a 
resolution authorizing an inquiry to ascertain what 
changes in present laws touching railways are 
needed, including a consideration of government 
ownership. r the house’s concurrence haa 
been given has not been noted, but in any case the 
plan would seem inadequate. The multiplication of 
commissions is an evil Tue Trisune often protests 
against, but in this case a commission of the highest 
character would be justified. If commission: in- 
quiries are unsatisfactory, so is the average con- 
gressional investigation, with its political and per- 
sonal trivialities, its playing for partisan position, 
its dreary hearings, packed with irrelevancy and 
repetition. | 

What is needed in a case of such exceptional im-

of malaria should not prove difficuit 
or expensive. Nothing is more in- 
teresting than the relation of mn- 
laria to Grecian and Roman civili- 
zation. In certain ages Greece has been 
free from malaria. In other ages malaria 
has blighted Grecian civilization. 
laria saved Rome from extinction by the 
northern savages. The disease which had 
protected it from the invaders well nigh 
wiped out Rome. And yet thrice in his- 
tory has that city been freed from malaria. 
The indications are that the fourth deliv- 
erance will be accomplished within 4 
decade. Scotland was saved from the 
Gauls by malaria. This disease paralyzed — 
the invading ‘armies. Yet Scotland bas 
been freed from malaria. 
*More than ene European expedition 
against Mexicd was routed by malaria 
while in Vera Cruz or between it and the 
city. Our army of occupation in 1915 was 
in a fair way to rid Vera Cruz of malaria. 
At the time of Sydenham London was 
a dangerous malaria fever spot. In the. 
latter part of the eighteenth century 
many parts of Germany were infected 
with malignant malaria. Hirsch says:- 
“In many parts of Europe and North 
America malaria has become of recent 
years not only less frequent than in the 
preceding wens but also less severe in 
type." 


The medical hietary of the Canal Zone 
shows what can be done in controlling 
malaria. Probably no part of the world 
was worse infected with malaria twenty 
years ago than the Canal Zone. Being 
the meeting plage for commerce to and 
from all tropical America, a great many 
men with latent and acute malaria were 
always gathered there. Mosquitoes ca- 
pable of carrying malaria bred on the zone 
at all seasons of the year. In the earlier 
years of the American occupation there 
was an abundanco of malaria. In August, 
1906, 10.6 per cent of the entire working 
force were in the hospital sick with ma-. 
laria—one workman out of every nine. 
The record for 1905 was almost as bad. 
In August, 1915, seven-tenths of 1 per cent 
of the working force were in the hospital! 
sick from malaria—one out of every 14%. 

The annual report for 1915 aays: “* With 
regard to malaria, which is our principal

j} cause of disability, the admission rate, 


hospital and quarters, was 51.20, as com- 
pared with 81.52 in 1914, a reduction of 37 
(The rate in 
1906 was 821.) There has been a reduction 
of 38 per cent in the malaria death rate 
since 1913. (The reduction since 1906 has 
been from 48.37 to .23 in 1915.) Im 1915 
two whites and six blacks died of this 
disease. 

“In my opinion all fhe permanent towns 
for employés in the Canal Zone are now 
practically free from endemic malaria ex- 
cept Cristobal, Colon, and Gatun, 
these towns will be free of it when the im- 
| provements planned are completed.” 


But we do not need to go outside of the 
limits of the United States to find proof 
that malaria is on the wane. Hirsch wrote 
his ndbook of Geographical Pathology 
in In this book we find the follow- 
ing statements: ‘In the prairie states 
proper, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michi- 
gan, malarial fevers are likewise widely 
prevalent, diminishing toward the north- 
west. Thus in the northern parts of Iowa 
the disease isnolongersocommon. .. . 
It is in the southern parts of the state 
of Michigan that we come upon the true 
domain of malaria, and we then follow it 
along both shores of Lake St. Clair and 
along the southern shores of Lake Erie 
and Lake Ontario. 

“In Pennsylvania the disease has re- 
tired from places that used to be its head- 
quarters, such as the country bordering 
the Schuylkill, the Susquehanna, and the 
Delawafe. In New Jersey there has also 
been a remarkable decrease of malarial 
fevers within recent years in many locali- 
ties that used to be visited by it severely. 

“In the New England states malarial 
fever is endemic at only a few points; in 
the state of Maine it a no lomger en- 
demic.” | 

This quotation gives an idea of the dis- 
tribution of the disease in 1881. In 1915 
Dn vom HEzdorf investigated the preva- 
lence of malaria in the United States. 
In the following states the disease is of 
little importance, as indicated by reports 
of the state health departments: Ari- 
zone, Colorado, Connecticut, Idaho, Iow 
Maine, Michigan, Montana, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
New Jersey, New York, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Is- 
land, South Dakota, Utah, Vermont, 
Washington, Wisconsin, and Wyoming. 
While the following states were generally 
free from the disease, there was some of 
it in certain districts: California Illimots, 
and Indiana. s : 

Dr. Dixon of Pennsylvania says that the 
great influx of Italians into Pennsylvania 
has served to reinfect parts of that state, 
and yet since malaria was made notifi- 
able [in 1906} and the policy of placard- 
ing houses in which there is malaria, the 
diagnosis of malaria is not so commonly 
made and the mild types of typhoid fever 
are reported as typhoid. 

There is no malaria now in northern 
Illinois and northern Indiana, and if the 
Dixom policy prevailed im these states 
there would be but little maiaria reported 
from their southern counties. And yet a 
genetation ago the malaria of the. Wa- 
bash was of nation-wide reputation. 

The report from Michigan reads: 
“ Twenty-five years ago malaria was a 
commaqn ailment in Michigan, but the 
state is now comparatively free from the 
disease."’ 

From Oregon comes the statement: 

“ Malaria is reported to have been more 
or less prevalent many years ago."’ 
In no one of the above states has any 
particular effort been made to out 
the disease. The improvement shows the 
natural. tendency of the disease to disap- 
pear under conditions that prevail in the 
United States. <A disease which is dwin- 
dling away of itself cannot be difficult of 
control. 


Ross, In his eihauiaat work on the pre- 
vention of malaria, gives five conditions - 
necessary for the continuance of mnlneta 
in a community.

Rosg gives {ne foll following to illustrate 
the tendency of malaria to spontaneously 
disappear. Into a village of 1,000 sus- 
ceptible persons there comes one person 
with crescent organisms in his ‘blood. 
There is one female anopheline mosquito 
{tm that village. Not every mosquito suc- 
ceedis in sucking blood. The chance is 
4 to 1 that this mosquito wil) not suc- 
ceed. As there are a thousand well per- 
sons and one malarial person, the chance 
is 4,000 to 1 against the mosquito biting 
the malarial person. The chances are 
8 to 1 against the mosquito living a week 
after biting the infectious barty—12,000 
to 1 that the mosquito wil! not travel this 
far toward infecting anybody. If she lives 
a week the chances aré 4 to 1 that she 
will not bite a susceptible person. 

Summarizing: Under the conditions 
set forth in this example, the chancesare 
48,000 to 1 that the disease will not spread 
beyond the man whotame in infected. 

In malaria t is a spontaneous tend- 
ency toward h Ross holds that if 
1,000 people are infected with malaria 
and no reinfection le allowed to occur in 
three months 500 of them will have re- 
covered; in six months, 750; in nine 
months, 870; in twelve months, 938. 

‘Another estimate is that of 1,000 people 
infected) but not reinfected, with no treat- 
ment in four months, 250 will remain in- 
fected; 62 will remain after eight months, 
and only 15 after analy months.

Second, measures to prevent people 
from being bitten by mosquitoes. This 
applies especially to people infected with 
malaria. But in order to get rid of ma- 
laria it is not neceseary*to rid a country 
of malaria mosquitoes. Anmopheline mos- 
quitoes abound in the Calumet marshes, 
all over northern Illinois, northern {n- 
diana, and southern Michigam, but there 
is no. malaria. The mosquitoes are not 
infected. 

Ross, in discussing ths ebterinins tones 
mosquitoes, says: “It is easier tofender 
the mosquitoes inoffensive. In many 
parts of the world anopheles are always 
present and nevertheless malaria has dis- 
appeared or has become or tends to be- 
come attenuated.’’ 

Third, people capable of infecting: mos- 
quitoes must be (a) protected from mos- 
quitoes. (b) Completely cured. During 
the mosquito season people with the sex- 
ual forms of the parasftes in their blood 
should be kept behind screens. The still 
more. important part of a program is to 
treat until completely cured all who have 
the disease. Quinine should be given at 
once when the attack shows itself and 
it should be continued until the blood 
contains no parasites. To stop quinine 
because the fever has stbpped is to beget | 
trouble. Three weeks of quinine is short 
enough. Six weeks is much better judg- 
inent. Im my opinion the strategic time 
to strike is in winter. A complete exam- 
ination of a population and thorough ex- 
amination of all infected persons during 
December, January, and February would 
not be expensive or otherwise imprac- 
tical. Edwardesays: ‘“ During the win- 
ter man, not the mosquito, a 
the disease.”

Knowing human nature, I assume that the wide prejudice agatnat Mr.

male lips the same hateful stream of gossip that is supposed to characterize 
solely gatherings of women. 

We are told that the best test of reputation is the opinion of ones aan 
ciates, that if the community in which a man has lived and worked reports ume 
favorably on his character, there is strong grounds for suspecting him. That 
axiom, like so many rule of thumb notions, according to which we run our lives 
seems to be false. I should want to know the character of the community 
before accepting its verdict about any one, and in some communities I show 
consider the best certificate of character the fact that public opinion was 
against me! To have made many enemies among “leading citizens” may 
mean nothing more than that one is both independent and fearless, not to Be 
controlled by property or social influences. Mr. Brandeis’ garland of enemies 
‘may well be his laurel wreath of character. =

V ERY wisely Mr. Brandeis has not tried to vindicate himself. Sa fae 


about his actions. He has gone his own somewhat solitary way, de 
_ voting his fine talents to real matters, usually of public concern, content 
with the unshaken faith of a few friends, who know and understand, and with 
the interest he has in his work. He is one of the very few men in our country 
of eminent ability avho apparently prefer to use their talents for the public 
rather than in amassing a private fortune. His mind is of that unusual ten 
per which loves mental exercise for its own sake as wéll as for the good i 
can accomplish. What the Boston Brahmins or the New York bankers mag 
think or say about him has probably worried him very little. And the gossip 
of clubs and dinner tables still less. His is not the character that depends 
on the uncertain opinions of men for comfort and satisfaction,
